THE ®UROPEAN WAR CLOUD.

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CLEVELAND AND THE NEW YORK BANKS. 
If the pet banks in New York so greatly 
favored by the present Administration should 


Tall to make a liberal contribution to the 


Cleveland campaign fund they must admit 
the guilt of gross ingratitude. These vanks 
have been strangely favored since the begin- 
ning of the Cleveland Administration. At 
the close ot President Arthur’s term of of- 
fice the National bank depositories heid $13,- 
000,000 of public money, but the amount was 
steadily increased after the present Admin- 
istration came in power, and the sum now 
on deposit in these banks reaches $59,681,672. 
The pretended reason for increasing the 
amounts on deposit in the banks was to take 
the money from the idle hoards in the Treas- 
ury and put it where it could go into circula- 
the people, but the actual result 
of the y adopted has been a practical con- 
traction of the currency. While the banks 
have been favored with larger deposits of 
public money for their uses the currency has 
been contracted and an increased value has 
thus been added to une public funds put in 
the hands of the money changers for manip- 
ulation. : 

The singular practice followed by the Ad- 


ministration has been to enable banks to re | „un tue ever present Shaw's Garden, the big 


tire a circulation amounting to 90 per cent of 
their bonds and replace it with a Government 
deposit aggregating 10 per cent over and 
above the entire face value of the bonds. 
The Treasury offered a premium to National 
banks that would surrender their circulation, 
make a deposit of greenbacks, withdraw 
their bonds, and immediately redeposit them 
with a view to secure a deposit of 
public money. Thus a bank owning 51.000, 
000 of Government bonds would be entitled 
to only $900,000 of circulation, but it it 
belonged to the class favored by the Ad- 
ministration it could retire this amount and 
after withdrawimg its bonds and handing 
them back to the same official could secure 
$1,100,000 of loanable funds—or an increase 
of $200,000 over and above what it was al- 
lowed as circulation. Thus a heavy reward 
was offered the banks to surrender their 
notes and put greenbacks on deposit in their 
place and thus severely contract the cur- 
rency. This practice of contracting the peo- 
ple's currency and at the same time giving 
pet banks an increase of 20 per cent more 
money than the National Banking act in- 
tended they should have on the basis of the 
bonds they deposited to secure circulation 
hag been going on for years and has no. 
doubt been the source of big profits for the 


favored banks in New York. This extraor- 


dinary privilege, of course, has not been 
open to all Nawonal banks, but only to those 
designated by the Administration as Nawon- 
al depositories. 

Senator Sherman well said a few days ago 
that the $60,000,000 of public money now on 
deposit in the favored National banks would 
be the most dangerous form in which money 
could be placed in case of a commercial panic 
or disturbance. The moment that the Treas- 
ury should call for this money the banks 
would be compeiled to demand from their 
patrons the immediate return of $60,000,000 
loaned out and in active use. Sheriff’s writs 
and foreclosures would at once become gen- 
eral. At the time when the power of the 
Government would be needed to control and 
steady the money market it would prove a 
powerful agent of disturbance and uncer- 
tainty. It the Administration is determined 
to favor the banks by increasing their hold- 
ings while securing the retirement of Na- 
tional bank notes and locking up greenbacks 
so as to greatly contract the currency, it 
should appreciate at least the dangerous 
form of deposit in .which it is placing the 
public money. 

What do the Western Democrats and 
Greenbackers think of the Administration 
policy of contracting the currency while 
giving the pet banks an increase of 20 per 
cent in their loanable funds! Will the coun- 
try generally suppose that the banks expect 
to go on using this valuable and remarkable 
privilege without paying anything for it? Is 
it not worth sometning to the banks to keep 
in power an Administration that favors them 
so liberally? 4 

STATE PRINTING IN 1886 AND 1888. 

The last General Assembly of Illinois in- 
vestigated pretty oroughly the contracts 
let in 1886 by the Board of Gontracts for do- 
ing the State printing, and showed beyond 
question that it was a shameless job; that 
everybody in Springfield who was in the 
printing business, including Clendenin, the 
Democratic Postmaster whom Cleveland has 
not removed though many members of his 
own party have urged him to do so, had gone 
into a “combine” so as to secure the work at 
grossly excessive figures, the aggregate be- 
ing $79,000. None except parties to the con- 
spiracy or their warm friends have ever 
denied that the thing was a fraud, 
and they will now be unable to say 
anything in defense of the combine 
after yesterday’s revelations. The State 
Board of Contracts has opened tlie bids for 
the printing for 1888, and finds they foot up 
$90,168, as against $79,000 two years ago, 
showing that there was a clear steal of 
$40,000 in that memorable transaction. 

The board has learnea wisdom in two 
years and cannot be caught as it then was. 
The binding contract was first let to H. W. 
Rokker of the old “combine” for $16,000. 
Subsequently the board found an informal 
bid froma Springfield firm offering to do 
about the same work for $8,000. This dis- 
crepancy satisfied the membors that Rokker 
Was asking too much, so at the suggestion of 
Treasurer Tanner and Attorney General 
Hunt the contract was taken away from 
Rokker, and new bids will be advertised for. 
Had they known as much two years ago as 
they now do they would have pursued the 
same policy then. 

Rokker was aiso among the bidders for 
the printing and got part of it by proxy, a 
bid putin by the President of the Bardeen 
Paper Company of Michigan fer a good part 
of the work being his. It is thought proba- 
ble that all of it will pass into his hands, but 
the prices are such as to permit of nothing 
but a small margin of profit if the State offi- 
cers see to it that he lives up to his contract 
and does not try to got even on cheap paper 
or in some other way.

Voegtlin’s scenery was the feature of the 
representation of Richard III.“ at the Cnicago 
Opera-House last evening. The qualities which 
distinguish his work—firmness, boldness, and 
breadth—were emphasized in his treatment of 
pictures of Old London.

He has not altered his con- 
ception of Richard. One still beholds in that 
much maligned Prince a villain destitute of the 
proper tone of caste, who leers at the assemblago 
to-enforce a cynical remark and outroars his in- 
feriors when he would assert his authority. In 
the main, however, the impersonation, if not ma- 
terially changed, is more subdued, As a sur- 
vival of the old school of acting his Richard is 
respectable, not only for the fervor that ani- 
mates it, but tor those stage traditions (no 
longer held by the elect of playgoers 
in reverence) which sanction it. The 
galleries would hardly transfer their 
allegiance to a more subtle, more moderate, and 
more reasonable tyrant. Strange is it, by the 
way, that actors from Colley Cibber to the pres- 
ent day (and Shakspeare himself was to some 
extent culpable) should have blackened for three 
centuries the character of a Prince who was in 
his real person the first friend and the most 
powerful protector that the actors’ profession 
possessed in Engiand. It is an anomaly to which 
history bears witness. Familiar voices and*fa- 
miliar faces are in Mr. Keene’s company; his 
support, indeed, is nearly identical with that of 
former years. Mr. George Learock, an old 

actor, is now the Richmond. Mr. 
Eugene Moore resumes the part of Bucking- 
ham; the Lady Anne is Miss Frances Field, 
a pushing young actress from Minneapolis; Miss 
Louise Pomeroy is the Elizabeth, and Mrs. S. A.

The stracture 
will be 58 feet 8 inches wide, having two 
Pr phon, As it will extend over the tracks 
of the estern Indiana and the Santa 
Fé roads those corporations will have to 
pay the entire cost of the superstructure, 
also of the substructure—some $18,000. It is, 
of course, intended that the viaduct shall not 
stop at State street. The imtention is, ana 


the agreement with the Atchison, Topeka &

be extended across State street to approaches 
north and south on Victoria alley between 
Wabash avenue and State street, the ailey to 
be widened to the width of fifty feet, the 
grade of the approaches to be one in seventy.

“lam informed that under the laws of Lih- 
nois the manner in which he met his death 
cuts no figure. It is not that that I care 
about. I have money and good friends. I 
want to vindicate the memory of my husband. 
He was not guilty of self-murder, and no 
jury with the facts before them can so de- 
cide.”’ 

The little room in which the inquest was 
heid was filed with witnesses, officers, and 
friends of Mrs. Schuneman. Heavily veiled 
in mourn the widow occupied a secluded 
corner, and though greatly agitated never 
lost track of the proceedings.
